Fine Of $100 imposed For 
Operating Business in 
Residence District 

A jury of eight men and four 
women convicted Charles E. As¬ 
kew of violating the city s zon¬ 
ing ordinance and he was fined 
$100 by Judge W. R. Lasater in 
the Recorder’s Court last Fri¬ 
day. 

Askew’s was the first case to 
be taken before a jury in Sierra 
Madre in considerably more than 
two years and the court room 
was well filled when the jurors 
were called and the four-hour 
trial began. 

The complaint against Askew 
alleged that whereas all of the 
city West of Lima street is zoned 
only for residence purposes. As¬ 
kew had been carrying on a 
trucking and fuel busmess from 
his home at West Central Avenue 
and Lima street, right at the 
very beginning of the residential 
zone and on one of the city’s 
most prominent comers. 

The police department produced 
business letters written by Askew 
on letter heads giving his home 
address and telephone as the lo¬ 
cation of his business, whereas 
he contended he actually operated 
from an office on Baldwin ave¬ 
nue. i 

Attorney E. D. Evans, of Mon¬ 
rovia, vigorously assailed the ■ 
police department’s methods of i 
securing evidence in his defense 
of Askew.

All Sierra Madre 
workers are volunteers, a report 
of all activities being made 
monthly to the head office.

Beat the yolks of three eggs 
and add four tablespoonsful of 
sugar and five of water or 
orange juice. Add juice and 
grated rind of one lemon and 
small lump of butter. Cook in 
double boiler until thick, stir¬ 
ring constantly. Then cool. 

While cooking above mixture, 
beat whites of eggs until stiff, 
then add four tablespoonsful of 
sugar, one at a time. Beat 
each time as sugar is added. 
Blend this with first mixture 
when it has cooled and pour 
into baked pie crust. Put in 
moderate oven about five 
minutes or until top is nicely 
browned.

place, he said, this association 
had secured enactment of the 
law requiring publication of pro¬ 
posed budget expenditures and 
this publicity made the county of¬ 
ficials more cautious in their 
plans for outlay. In addition to 
this legal safety valve, he said, 
his organization has been ably 
represented at the budget sessions 
of the County Supervisors and 
both at these public sessions and 
at private Interviews with the 
supervisors, had insisted upon ex¬ 
penditures being held at a figure 
that would prevent an increase 
in the tax rate. 

Expenditures in every branch 
of government mu.st be held in 
check to prevent the tax burden 
reaching the point of confisca¬ 
tion, Mr. Vandergrift reasoned.

said: “I am informed that $1.20 
of the taxes assessed for muni¬

“But,” he added, "the people, 
all things considered, voted more 
intelligently at the last election 
than ever before when called 
upon to pass judgment upon a 
lot of initiative mea.sures and 
constitutional amendments.” 

The remedy for the situation 
that is approaching the intoler¬ 
able, Mr. Vandegrift said, was 
economy and efficiency in the 
administration of public affairs 
and the more careful selection of 
public officials, which meant more 
concern by the people in the af¬ 
fairs of government and public 
expenditures. 

At the conclusion of his ad¬ 
dress Mr. Vandegrift answered 
questions and visited with a group 
of local citizens including Mayor 
A1 S. Myers for a couple of hours, 
giving his judgment on various 
phases of the tax leving and col¬ 
lecting system.
